Bailey said the engineering staff

life is doing much 
to 


abolish all the gain (hat/ the in- 
stitution of the Sabbath brouelu 
into the world. For the most part 
in laws governing our industrial 
life, and in the 
conditions 
that 


trades unions have been able to 
establish, the principle of a i'ost 
day has become recognized, even 
among those who do not attach 
any sacredricss lo it. But to one 
who recognizes what the Sabbath 
has mpant religiously and socially, 
the fact that the day has become 
primarily a day of pleasure-loving 
habits and ways, lhat can""hardly 
be said '.a be restful or recreation- 
al, is appalling. 


I was 
brought up in a home 


where Sabbath- observance 
was 


strict — perhaps a littlo too strict 
Yet, Sunday was anything but a 
day of gloom. We went to church 
and Sunday school; \v£. had music 
in the home; we had good reading 
sometimes 
we had friends 
and 


visitors. But the day was restful. 
One began 
the week's 
woric on 


Monday 
refreshed ' and 
rested, 


whereas many of the typical Sab- 
bath-breakcrs of. today are so used 
up fro-.n the strenuous exertions of 
Sunday outings that they are of 
little use 
on Mondays. 
When I 


cohtr-isl the quietude, peacefiilncss, 
and restlessness that Sunday means 
for masses of people today, I am 
tempted ^to stress, and to try to 
recover something of that old-time 
striclnuss. 


Yet 
one recognizes that that 


old-time strictness was not always 
ideal. There were homes in which 
Ihe Sabbath was a day of gloom 
and thei'o were habits and leach- 
ings that made it a burden instead 
of a joy. 
Much 
of the 
present 


.irreligion concerning the Sabbath 
began 
in reaction against 
that 


strict, life-less and .ioyless, form- 
alism.- In spile of Christ's 
plain 


words, there were those who wish- 
ed lo make man for Ihe Sabbath, 
instead of the Sabbath 
for man. 


They were the'modern successors 
of those ancient formalists 
who 


had so mistaken the nature and 
purpose of the day of rest that 
they forbade healing afflicted mor- 
tals on Ihe Sabbath, or the doing 
of. pood, when it did not conform 
to thoir narrow ways. 


We shall never in our modern and 


complex society recover the sim- 
ole and strict Sabbath of primitive 
Jewish and Christian communities, 
but can we recover the spirit of 
the Sabbath? 


That is Ihe question, pnd upon 


its successful answer depend as 
great issues as any that face hu- 
manity in a -war-torn world.

For the most part 
in laws governing our industrial 
life, and in the 
conditions 
that 


trades unions have been able to 
establish, the principle of a i'ost 
day has become recognized, even 
among those who do not attach 
any sacredricss lo it. But to one 
who recognizes what the Sabbath 
has mpant religiously and socially, 
the fact that the day has become 
primarily a day of pleasure-loving 
habits and ways, lhat can""hardly 
be said '.a be restful or recreation- 
al, is appalling. 


I was 
brought up in a home 


where Sabbath- observance 
was 


strict — perhaps a littlo too strict 
Yet, Sunday was anything but a 
day of gloom. We went to church 
and Sunday school; \v£. had music 
in the home; we had good reading 
sometimes 
we had friends 
and 


visitors. But the day was restful. 
One began 
the week's 
woric on 


Monday 
refreshed ' and 
rested, 


whereas many of the typical Sab- 
bath-breakcrs of. today are so used 
up fro-.n the strenuous exertions of 
Sunday outings that they are of 
little use 
on Mondays. 
When I 


cohtr-isl the quietude, peacefiilncss, 
and restlessness that Sunday means 
for masses of people today, I am 
tempted ^to stress, and to try to 
recover something of that old-time 
striclnuss. 


Yet 
one recognizes that that 


old-time strictness was not always 
ideal. There were homes in which 
Ihe Sabbath was a day of gloom 
and thei'o were habits and leach- 
ings that made it a burden instead 
of a joy. 
Much 
of the 
present 


.irreligion concerning the Sabbath 
began 
in reaction against 
that 


strict, life-less and .ioyless, form- 
alism.- In spile of Christ's 
plain 


words, there were those who wish- 
ed lo make man for Ihe Sabbath, 
instead of the Sabbath 
for man. 


They were the'modern successors 
of those ancient formalists 
who 


had so mistaken the nature and 
purpose of the day of rest that 
they forbade healing afflicted mor- 
tals on Ihe Sabbath, or the doing 
of. pood, when it did not conform 
to thoir narrow ways. 


We shall never in our modern and 


complex society recover the sim- 
ole and strict Sabbath of primitive 
Jewish and Christian communities, 
but can we recover the spirit of 
the Sabbath? 


That is Ihe question, pnd upon 


its successful answer depend as 
great issues as any that face hu- 
manity in a -war-torn world.

bia, Bosnia and Herceegovina and 
the new offensive is independent of

Marshal Rommel, acting swiftly 


to counter this new threat to his 
Balkan forces, has opened a fierce
